week of the present extraordinary stt- 
si cm and the alzth week of the debate 

on the repeal bill was betfun Mon- 
day morning with the senate meeting 
at 11 a. m. The attendance of senators 
was unusually &raalL 

The resolution offered last Saturday 
by Mr. Stewart (ft, Ncr.) oe to the co- 
ordinate departments of the trovurn' 
ment was laid before the senate. Here 
la its text: 

lie solved. That the Independence ol 
the co-ordinate departments of the gov- 
ernment—the legislative, the executive 
and the judicial— must be maintained, 
and that the use of the power and In- 
tlucnce of one department to control 
the action of another is in violation of 
the constitution and destructive of our 
form of government 

Mr. BtCWart began to address the 
senate on the reaoulution, l>ut had not 
spoken more than a few sentences when 
he was interrupted by Mr. Manderson 
(Rep.. Neb) with the remark that the 
resolution was a most important one. 
uud that undoubtedly the speech about 
to I* made was one that should be 
beard by a full senate, lie suggested 
that there was no quorum present 
The roll was called, and forty- four sen- 
ators (one more than a quorum) re- 
sponded. 

Mr. Stewart then went on with hts 
speech, lie begun with a citation from 
President Cleveland's speech last Mon- 
day on occasion of commemorating the 
hundredth anniversary of the laying 
of the corner-stone of the eapitoL This 
speech had been made by o president 
having more than lOO.OJO federal of- 
fices to dispose of, and with a veto 
power which had been designed only 
for extraordinary occasions, backed by 
concentrated capital and encouraged 
and flattered by a venal press. He de- 
scribed Mr. Cleveland on that occasion 
irning his face toward the senate 
j of Oh capitol and in angry and

"If the representatives who here as- 
semble to make laws for their fellow 
countrymen forget the dutv of broad 
and disinterestej patriot ism and legis- 
late in prejudice and passion, or In bo- 
half of sectional or selfish interests, the 
time when the corner stone of the cap- 
itol was laid and the circumstances 
ng it will not be worthy of 

declaration. Mr. Stewart said, 
•en cheered and eucouni^l by a 
litless multitude, and construed 
enal press as a 'rebuke from the 
president of the United States to the 
i-nate. The struggle for constitutional 
berty, he continued, of the Anglo 
axon race, which had been long, 
arduous and attended with many sac- 
riticea, had lasted now for nearly a 
thousand years. He went on to quote, 
. great length, from Macaulay's His- 
rv of England as to the parliamentary 
ruggle with the Stuart kings. 
Coming back to the present time. 
Mr. Stewart charged the president— in 
ilisregard of his oath of office to exe- 
cute the Laws — had permitted the sec- 
retary of the treasury to violate the 
law of January 14, l^O, which made 
the purchase of 4.500,000 ounces of 
silver bullion per month raanda- 
In proof of this charge 
presented a letter from the 
secretary of the treasury showing 
in the month of July last O.OSO.OOO 
ounces of silver bullion had been of- 
fered and only MM»M ounces pur- 
chased, and in August 4.7fC1.00O ounces 
offered and only :!,8S7,50O ounces pur- 
He had not yet the statement of this 
month, but he understood that the pur- 
chases were still less, alt hough silver 
was offered far below the cost 
of production.

FlffWVBMaj I'a-, Sept JL— Mrs. Au- 
gust Reese was murdered and her hus- 
band brutally and seriously beaten by 
anarchists at Calamity, I'a. 

Calamity is a small mining to%vn 
twenty miles south of here. There are 
two factious among the miners, one 
favoring and the other opposing an- 
archy. The Reeses belong to the lat- 
ter. Some time ago Mrs. Reese learned 
the secrets of the anarchists and her 
death was at once decreed. Sunday 
night while they were returning from 
church they were met by two of the 
anarchists named Moen Laisen and Au- 
gust lirioe. who at once opened Are 
upon them. Mrs. Reese was killed at 
the second shot The murderers then 
turned upon the husband and beat him 
Into insensibility, after which they left 
him for dead. The firing attracted the 
attention of neighbors, who found the 
couple on the road. Reese was soon re- 
vive. 1 and told the story of the assault 
A party was organised and Laisen was 
captured as he was leaving town. Urice 
had succeeded In getting away. 

Constable Mahafley says the murder 
Is the indirect result of the killing of a 
Frenchman a year ago. Mrs. Reese be- 
came acquainted with the facts and 
also discovered that Laisen and Ilrlce 
were about to leave for Canada, where 
they were to blow up public buildings. 
Upon discovering that their secrets 
were known they determined to put the 
Reese family out of the way. It is 
thought Urice will be captured later.
